and the amount of fines collected. The 
figure for this month was $1,460. while 
the amount collected In November waa 
$446. Undoubtedly the raid on the Fi*- 
gtiard street gambling, den was respon¬ 
sible for December’s formidable total, 
the ronvtrtions netting the city about 
eight hundred dollars.
